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INTRODUCTION 


Dear  Cousins, 

For  several  years  the  children  and  grandchildren  of  Hen¬ 
ry  and  Parker  Deeper,  and  their  sister,  Catherine  Ocker,  have 
held  a  family  reunion  in  the  vicinity  of  Fredericksburg,  on 
or  near  the  eighteenth  of  August. 

L.  D.  Leeper,  grandson  of  Alexander  Leeper,  became  in¬ 
terested  in  looking  up  the  family  history,  first  to  report  at 
these  annual  gatherings,  and  later  to  get  it  in  such  shape 
that  it  might  be  preserved  for  future  generations.  He  wrote 
to  several  different  persons  and  gathered  together  what  data 
he  could  and  thus  paved  the  way  for  the  history  found  herein. 

In  1911,  I  was  elected  family  historian,  and  as  the  years 
have  passed  since  then,  with  the  generous  help  of  many  others 
I  have  gathered  the  facts  here  recorded.  This  record  is  not 
as  complete  as  I  should  like  to  have  it,  but  such  as  it  is,  I 
submit  it  to  your  leniency  and  hope  you  will  condone  all 
shortcomings  and  possible  errors. 

Each  year  before  the  reunion,'  I  have  written  to  some 
member  of  each  branch  of  the  family  to  get  any  changes  that 
may  have  occurred  in  their  family  history  during  the  year. 
In  this  way  we  have  been  able  to  keep  in  touch  with  each 
other.  I  would  appreciate  it  very  much  if  each  family  would 
see  to  it  that  I  would  receive  a  report  each  year,  by  the  first 
of  August,  of  any  birth,  death,  or  marriage  in  the  family, 
together  with  all  the  facts  necessary  to  make  the  history  com¬ 
plete.  I  will  arrange  these  facts  in  proper  form,  and  about 
every  three  years  will  have  typewritten  copies  mailed  to  each 
person  who  has  a  copy  of  this  history,  and  he  can  place  it 
in  his  own  book,  so  that  each  one  will  be  able  to  keep  the 
family  record  up  to  date,  and  it  will  also  be  a  means  of  bind¬ 
ing  our  entire  relationship  more  closely  together. 

I  shall  be  only  too  glad  to  do  this  so  long  as  I  am  able, 
and  after  that,  I  hope  some  other  person  will  be  appointed 
historian,  who  will  gladly  carry  on  the  record  of  the  Leeper 
family. 

For  those  who  have  so  kindly  assisted  me  in  procuring 
data,  I  wish  to  express  my  grateful  appreciation.  Many  have 
been  very  kind  and  helpful,  and  have  readily  responded  to 
my  requests  for  information. 

Hoping  my  readers  will  get  as  much  joy  and  pleasure 
from  reading  these  pages  as  I  have  had  in  writing  them,  I

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ALEXANDER  LEEPER,  THE  IMMIGRANT  ANCESTOR 

(Earliest  Records) 

Alexander,  eldest  son  of  Alexander  and  Margaret  Snod¬ 
grass  Deeper,  started  with  his  parents,  a  brother,  half-broth¬ 
er  and  half-sister,  to  cross  the  ocean  from  Ireland  to  Amer¬ 
ica.  On  the  way  both  parents  died  and  were  buried  at  sea. 
The  children  were  brought  to  Pennsylvania,  where  they  were 
bound  out  to  different  families,  and  all  trace  of  one  another 
was  lost.  This  must  have  been  some  time  after  the  year  1800. 

Alexander  Deeper  afterward  found  that  his  half-sister, 
Martha,  was  married  and  living  in  New  York,  but  up  to  the 
time  of  his  death,  he  had  never  found  any  trace  of  his  brother 
or  half-brother. 

Within  the  last  few  years  some  of  his  descendants  have 
become  acquainted  with  William  Deeper',  of  Marietta,  Ohio, 
David  Rohrer  Deeper  of  South  Bend,  Indiana,  and  his  brother, 
Samuel  Deeper,  and  from  what  they  can  trace  back  of  their 
ancestry,  it  seems  very  evident  that  they  are  descendants  of 
the  brother  and  half-brother,  although  we  cannot  tell  def¬ 
initely. 

I  have  used  the  terms  half-brother  and  half-sister,  be¬ 
cause  Aunt  Catherine  Leeper  Ocker  so  believed  they  were, 
but  my  Grandfather,  Henry  R.  Leeper,  when  he  told  me  what 
he  knew  of  his  father’s  people,  always  spoke  of  two  brothers 
and  a  sister. 

Alexander  and  Hezekiah  Leeper’s  descendants  in  Iowa, 
seem  to  think  they  are  of  German  or  Dutch  descent,  as  their 
fathers  both  talked  Dutch,  but  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  was 
because  their '  father,  Alexander  Leeper,  had  been  raised 
among  the  Pennsylvania  Dutch.  My  own  grandfather,  Henry 
R.  Leeper,  always  spoke  of  himself  as  being  a  Pennsylvania 
Dutchman. 

LETTER  FROM  MARGARET  LEEPER,  OF  DRUMLOE, 
COUNTY  DONEGAL,  IRELAND 

I  wrote  to  James  Leeper  of  Donegal  County,  Ireland,  for 
information  and  received  this  reply,  which  I  think  will  be 
interesting  to  the  readers  of  this  little  booklet. 


Drumloe,  Stranorlar, 
County  Donegal,  Ireland. 
Jan.  21,  1916. 

Dear  Miss  Leeper, 

I  received  your  letter  and  am  sorry  to  tell  you  that  my 
father,  that  is,  James  Leeper,  to  whom  you  wrote,  is  dead,  but 
I  will  be  very  glad  to  give  you  any  information  I  can  concern¬ 
ing  the  Leeper  family.  My  father  died  fourteen  months  ago; 
my  mother’s  maiden  name  was  also  Leeper;  they  may  have 
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been  distant  relatives.  My  father’s  ancestors  were  the  Leep- 
ers  of  Stranorlar,  but  mother’s  ancestors  were  the  Leepers 
of  Ballybofey.  I  have  learned  that  the  first  Leepers  came 
to  Ulster  from  England  in  the  year  1604,  and  in  the  year 
1740  a  few  families  of  their  descendants  emigrated  to  Amer¬ 
ica  and  settled  in  Pennsylvania  near  Carlyle.  It  is  very  like¬ 
ly  that  your  Great-grandfather  with  his  brothers  and  sister, 
with  their  parents,  have  been  some  of  those  people  that  sailed 
to  America  in  that  year.  If  you  could  find  out  what  part  in 
Donegal  your  ancestors  started  from,  was  it  from  the  Stran¬ 
orlar  district?  If  it  was,  the  Stranorlar  Leepers  were  all 
related.  Likely  it  was  from  about  Stranorlar  your  ancestors 
came,  as  I  have  heard  mother  saying  there  was  a  family  of 
Snodgrasses  living  about  Stranorlar  in  her  young  days,  but 
they  are  all  away  from  this  place. 

,  My  sister  Sarah  is  getting  notes  from  Robert  Leeper, 
Elsinore,  Carnalea,  County  Down.  He  says  he  will  send  them 
to  you  also.  He  is  greatly  interested  in  the  Leeper  family  in 
the  early  days,  but  as  there  are  a  great  many  records  lost, 
it  makes  it  very  difficult  to  trace.  , 

I  must  conclude,  hoping  this  little  bit  of  information  will 
help  you  to  trace  up  your  family  history,  and  if  I  can  find 
out  anything  more  I  will  gladly  let  you  know  it.  So  now, 
good  bye.  Wishing  you  every  success  in  your  research,

Robert  Leeper,  Elsinore,  Carnalea,  County  Down,  Ire¬ 
land,  later  sent  me  a  copy  of  records  of  wills,  marriage  li¬ 
censes,  deeds  to  property,  etc.,  for  which  he  certainly  had  gone 
to  great  trouble  to  trace  from  the  court  records  of  Ireland. 
In  these  records,  we  find  different  spellings,  as  Leaper,  Leper, 
Lepper  and  Leeper  but  he  thinks  they  are  all  originally  from 
the  same  stock ;  also  we  find  the  same  given  names  as  those 
still  current  among  the  Leepers  that  came  to  America:  Alex¬ 
ander,  John,  William,  and  Robert,  occurring  again  and  again. 
The  earliest  record  he  finds  is  in  1609,  when  the  Plantation 
of  Ulster  was  settled  with  English  Scots  by  Kings  James  I 
and  VI,  and  then  in  1635  (or  about  that  time)  he  finds  rec¬ 
ords  of  the  Leeper  family  very  frequentlv  as  landlords  or 
tenants. 

LETTER  FROM  ROBERT  L.  LEPPER 

Following  is  a  copy  of  the  letter  which  he  wrote:

Dear  Madam; 

I  was  much  interested  in  your  letter  of  12  Dec.  1915  and 
I  must  apologize  for  delay  in  replying,  partly  owing  to  pres- 
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sure  of  other  work,  and  partly  because  I  hoped  to  be  able  to 
give  you  more  information  about  your  family  by  writing  to 
others. 

You  will  note  that  I  spell  my  name  “Lepper”  as  does  an¬ 
other  family  which  belongs  to  the  neighborhood  ot  London- 

derry 

We  call  our  family  the  “Belfast  Leppers”  and  this  other 
family  the  “Derry  Leppers”  to  distinguish  them  briefly  as 
these  two  families  have  for  more  than  a  century  lived  within 
a  hundred  miles  of  Belfast  and  Derry  cities,  respectively,  and 
are  traditionally  believed  to  be  related  to  each  other. 

The  Belfast  Leppers  came  from  Stranorlar,  Co.  Donegal, 
approximately  between  1721  and  1738,  and  settled  at  W  hite 
Abbey,  near  Belfast,  in  Co.  Antrim,  before  1738,  in  the  pei- 
son  of  one  Dahvay  Lepper,  Coast  Officer,  whose  father,  John 
Leper”,  died  at  Ardmiran,  Stranorlar,  in  1721. 

Round  about  the  village  of  Stranorlar  there  were  and 
still  are  a  number  of  substantial  farming  families,  who  for 
the  last  century  or  more  spell  their  name  “Deeper”  as  you 
do.  But  in  the  17th  and  early  18th  centuries  the  name  seems 
to  have  been  spelt  much  as  the  local  schoolmaster  (who  of¬ 
ten  wrote  out  an  old  man’s  will  for  him)  or  the  local  magis¬ 
trate  (who  sometimes  took  it  down  by  wobd  of  mouth  from 

witnesses),  chose  to  spell  it.  _ 

Furthermore,  the  old  Irish  inhabitants  usually  pronounc¬ 
ed  the  name  “Leaper”  or  “Leeper”  as  “Lepper”  and  Scots  in 
Scotland  often  pronounce  the  name  “Lepper”  as  “Leeper,  so 
probably  the  two  names  are  the  same  and  possibly  enough 
all  the  Irish  families  called  “Leeper”  and  “Lepper”  may  be 

branches  of  the  same  stock.  '  . 

Unfortunately  Co.  Donegal,  in  which  the  name  is  found 
as  far  back  as  about  1635,  when  the  Ulster  Plantation  of 
Colonization  by  Englishmen  and  Scots  was  only  just  finished, 
(for  it  was  a  very  slow  affair  and  did  not  appeal  to  English 
farmers  as  much  as  King  James  I  and  VI  had  hoped,)  was 
rather  a  backwoods  part  of  the  country.  And  it  is  probably 
due  to  this  and  to  the  civil  wars  in  1641-51,  1689-90  and  1798, 
that  the  records  of  that  part  of  Ireland  are  provokingly  scan¬ 
ty.  Before  1858  Wills  of  Administration  Bonds  were  exe¬ 
cuted  before  the  officials  of  the  Bishop’s  Consistory  Court, 
or  where  the  estate  involved  property  in  several  Bishoprics, 
in  the  “Prerogation  Court  of  the  Archbishop,”  i  e.  of  the 
Archbishop  of  Armagh.  Many  of  these  Wills  and  Adminis¬ 
tration  Bonds,  (where  no  will  had  been  made,)  have  evidently 
disappeared  in  the  case  of  the  Diocese  of  Raphor  to  which 
the  most  of  Co.  Donegal  belonged,  and  to  which  the. Stranorlar 
neighborhood,  which  was  in  the  Barong  (or  district)  of  Ra- 
phon,  likewise  of  course  belonged.  . 

Now  Wills  and  Administration  Bonds  of  Raphon  Divis¬ 
ion  which  have  survived  are  kept  in  the  Irish  Public  Record 
Office,  Four  Courts,  Dublin,  and  we’ve  searched  them  pretty 
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carefully  for  the  Leeper  and  Lepper  names  till  1800  or  later 
Other  Deeds  from  about  1710  on,  are,  if  voluntarily  reg¬ 
istered,  kept  in  the  form  of  copies  at  the  Office  of  the  Regis- 
tiai  of  Deeds,  Henrietta  St.,  Dublin.  In  each  case  the  public 
is  allowed  under  certain  restrictions  to  consult  and  copy  the 
copies.  Parish  registers  for  Raphon  Diocese  appear  to  have 
been  carelessly  kept,  like  most  of  them  in  Ulster  and  seldom 
go  back  much  earlier  than  1798.  Some  of  them  are  still  in 
the  hands  of  the  Rector  qf  the  parish,  others  are  kept  at  the 
Irish  Public  Record  Office.  I  do  not  remember  whether  the 
earliest  parish  registers  of  Stranorlar  now  forthcoming  is  at 
Stianoi  Jar  or  at  Dublin,  but  I  believe  it  only  goes  back  to 
about  this  time.  Have  not  consulted  it,  as  it  did  not  go  back 
tar  enough  for  my  own  family.  There  was,  I  am  told,  once 
an  earlier  volume,  which  is  believed  to  have  been  lost  about 
the  time  that  the  father  of  Isaac  Butt,  Q.  C.  (the  celebrated 
leader  of  the  movement  for  the  Repeal  of  the  Union)  was  Rec- 

t°r°f  Stranorlar.  I  suppose  this  was  early  in  the  first  half 
ot  the  19th  century. 

Marriage  Licenses  and  Bonds  are  also  very  defective  for 
Raphon  Diocese  and  I  believe  none  are  to  be  found  of  the  Leep- 
er  and  Lepper  name  there  before  1822.  Sojrou  see  the  rec¬ 
ords  do  not  help  us  as  much  as  they  would  in  other  parts  of 
Ireland. 


But  1  enclose  for  your  perusal,  copy,  and  return,  some 
notes  on  the  Leeper  and  Lepper  name  in  Ireland  which  I  have 
compiled  from  records  and  other  trustworthy  authorities  and 
which  I  may  perhaps  print  later. 

As  regards  the  Leeper  name  in  particular,  besides  the 
scarcity  of  records,  there  are  also  other  difficulties: 

(  )  Theie  aie,  as  you  will  see  from  my  notes,  several 
Leeper  families  living  outside  Co.  Donegal,  for  example,  in 
Dublin,  at  Shebam,  Co.  Tyron,  and  in  Co.  Armagh.  These 
ma}  very  likely  have  branched  off  from  the  Stranorlar  Leep- 
ers,  or  they  may  not.  F 

(2)  Though  there  seems  to  have  been,  until  very  re¬ 
cently  many  Leeper  families  in  Ireland,  mostly  near  Stran- 
oriar,  Co  Donegal  they  do  not  seem  to  have  troubled  to  keep 
notes  of  their  family  tree. 

(3)  The  Leeper  Wills,  Administration  Bonds  and  Deeds 
do  not  seem  enough  to  enable  one  to  piece  together  the  differ¬ 
ent  branches. 

Jjeepers  seem  to  have  emigrated  'to  North  Amer¬ 
ica  about  1740,  or  perhaps  earlier. 

rPl0babJy  best  authority  of  the  American  branches  of 

'rMV-  Wm‘  MiUer  LeePer  °f  Mountain  View 
Oichaid,  Husiun,  Washington,  U.  S.  A.  He  has  told  me  that 

he  descended  from  one  Allan  Leeper,  who  with  several  broth- 
cou?,lns>  (°ne  pf  whom  was  an  Alexander  Leeper) 
came  from  Co  Donegal,  Ireland,  to  Lancaster  Co.,  Pennsyl- 
ama,  about  1740,  and  that  he  has  worked  out  a  history  of 
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the  Leeper  family  in  U.  S.  A.  You  should  certainly  write 
him,  as  it  might  happen  that  your  ancestor  was  a  nephew  or 
grandnephew  of  one  of  the  Leepers  of  that  migration. 

Favorite  family  names  may  also  give  a  clue  and  I  notice 
Alexander  is  found  in  your  branch.  It  is  not  found  in  mine. 
But  you  will  see  that  an  Alexander  Leeper  witnessed  the  will 
of  Andretv  Leeper  of  Stranorlar  in  1669. 

Further,  an  Alexander  Leeper  is  among  the  emigrants 
to  Pennsylvania  in  1740  according  to  Mr.  Wm.  M.  Leeper. 

Again,  I  believe  the  Dublin  Leeper  family,  whose  chief 
member  in  recent  years  was  possibly  the  late  Rev.  Canon 
Leeper,  and  one  of  whom  I  believe  is  Professor  Alexander 
Leeper  of  Melbourne,  Australia,  have  the  name  Alexander. 

Near  Stranorlar  on  the  farms  of  Clogkroe,  Dunwiley  and 
Munivry,  there  still  is  or  was  until  recently,  a  Leeper  family 
that  had  Thomas  or  Alexander  as  favorite  family  names. 
And  as  I  daresay  you  know,  in  country  districts  in  Ireland 
people  very  wisely  stick  to  their  old  family  names  in  baptiz¬ 
ing  children  instead  of  hunting  for  outlandish  fancy  ones, 
and  it  may  happen  that  it  is  to  this  family  that  your  fore¬ 
father  belonged.  Anyhow  the  Leepers  of  Stranorlar  have 
been  emigrating  to  North  America  for  a  century  and  a  half 
and  mainly  to  U.  S.  A.,  I  think.  Don’t  know  if  the  Leepers 
of  Dublin,  Co.  Tyrone,  and  Co.  Armagh  have  gone  West  also 
or  not. 

The  Derry  Leepers,  I  think  also  are  in  Canada  or  U.  S.  A. 

Your  story  of  the  emigration  of  your  forefathers,  the 
death  of  the  parents  on  board  ship,  and  the  separation  of 
their  children  interested  me  very  much.  I  would  be  very 
glad  to  hear  any  further  particulars,  if  you  have  them,  as  to 
names  of  places  in  Ireland  with  which  your  forefathers  are 
believed  to  be  connected,  or  the  names  of  members  of  the 
family  and  any  particulars  as  to  later  generations,  with  the 
address  of  Judge  Wm.  Leeper  of  Marietta,  Ohio,  if  that  is 
not  enough  to  find  him. 

The  tradition  of  the  Stranorlar  Leepers  is  that  they  were 
English  (not  Scots)  in  origin,  tall,  fairhaired,  great  Protes¬ 
tants,  fighting  yeomen,  usually  of  the  Anglican  church,  but 
some  Presbyterians,  and  descended'  from  one  Andrew  Leeper 
who  came  from  England  to  Ulster  in  Plantation  time  (1608- 
1620).  But  the  Derry  Leppers  say  that  they  are  Scots !  And 
the  name  is  found  both  in  England  and  Scotland  in  the  16th 
century. 

I  hope  these  pages  may  prove  interesting  to  you  even  if 
not  helpful.  If  I  find  anything  likely  to  help  I  will  try  to  let 
you  know  of  it.  Meantime  pray  believe  me  very  truly  yours,

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SOME  NOTES  ON  THE  LEEPER  (LEPPER)  NAME 

IN  IRELAND 

Based  on  Records  and  Wills,  Administrators’  Bonds,  etc., 
Especially  Those  in  the  Public  Record  Office,  Dublin.

Elsinore,  Carnalea,  County  Down,  Ireland 
1609-1620- 

Plantation  of  Ulster  settled  with  English  and  Scotch  by 
Kings  James  I  and  VI.  This  was  very  slow  business. 
Derry  rebuilt  and  fortified,  Mr.  Benson  being  one  of 
the  chief  contractors. 

1618-1619-1620- 

Pynnar’s  survey  of  the  plantation,  giving  names  of  the 
new  landlords,  (undertakers)  and  their  principal  ten¬ 
ants.  Mr.  Peter  Benson  is  landlord  of  1500  acres,  called 
“Stragmirlar,”  Stranorlar.  He  belonged  to  contractor’s 
family  above  mentioned. 

1635-A  manuscript  in  the  British  Museum  known  as  “The 
Muska  Roll  of  Ulster,”  written  about  this  date  gives  the 
names  of  the  landlords  in  the  different  counties  of 
Ulster,  with  the  names  of- their  tenants  of  military  age, 
and  their  arms.  It  gives  instances  of  the  Deeper  and 
Lepper  names  among  them,  as  Andrew  Leaper,  of 
County  Donegal,  Robert  Deeper,  County  Down,  William 
Leaper,  County  Askins,  William  Leaper,  County  Derry. 
These  are  the  earliest  instances  of  the  names  that  I  have 
found  in  Ireland,  but  many  earlier  instances  are  found 
with  various  spellings  in  England  and  Scotland. 

1641-A  certain  Simon  Leper,  his  wife  and  son  are  said  to 
have  been  murdered  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Rebels  at 
Moyne,  Kittala,  County  Mayo. 

1649- Andrew  Deeper  is  Ensign  in  Royal  Army  in  Ireland, 
and  is  due  arrears  in  pay.  Execution  of  King  Charles  I. 
Cromwell  in  charge  of  Protestant  forces  in  Ireland. 

1650- The  Cromwellian  Transplantation  in  Ireland. 

1660-Restoration  of  King  Charles  II.  This  leads  to  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  compromise  conflicting  claims  on  Irish  land  of 
former  Protestant  and  Roman  Catholic  landowners. 
Cromwellian  Settlers,  and  Army  Officers,  and  Soldiers 
to  whom  pay  was  due  by  compensating  with  land. 

1663- A  Roll  of  the  Hearth  Money  Tax  shows  the  names,  John 
Leaper,  and  William  Deeper. 

1 664- o r  1665- 

A  later  Roll  of  Hearth  Money  Tax  shows  the  following 
names:  William  Leaper,  John  Lei  per,  James  Leaper, 
and  Andrew  Leaper.  There  may  also  be  other  instances 
of  the  name  in  other  counties,  but  many  rolls  are  lost. 
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1669-Andrew  Lepper  of  Stranorlar  (probably  the  same  as 
above,  and  perhaps  the  same  as  Ensign  Andrew  Leeper) 
makes  a  nuncupation  will,  mentioning  his  wife  Jane, 
and  his  children,  William  Lepper,  Andrew  Lepper  and 
Jane  (Cooke).  This  will  is  witnessed  by  Andrew  Fer¬ 
guson  and  Alexander  Lepper. 

1684-Dallway  Lepper,  ancestor  of  the  Leppers  of  County 
Aubrin,  County  Down,  and  Belfast,  son  of  John  Leper, 
and  Sarah  his  .wife  of  Ardmiran,  Stranorlar,  born 
(Inscription  on  his  tombstone,  Cardmoney  Churchyard) 

1689-The  great  siege  of  Derry.  Some  of  the  Leepers  are  by 
tradition  said  to  have  been  among  the  defenders. 

1714-Oct.  2.  Rachel  Leaper,  daughter  of  James  and  Mary 
Leeper,  baptized.  Rachel  Leaper  buried.  (Dublin 
Register) . 

1717-Latest  date  for  marriage  of  Dallway  Lepper  and  Re¬ 
becca  Hamilton,  near  Convoy,  County  Donegal. 

1721-John  Leper  (or  Lepper)  makes  his  will,  mentioning 
his  wife  Sarah,  his  son  Dolowy  (Dallway),  his  broth¬ 
er  William,  and  his  son-in-law. 

1730-John  Leeper,  County  Armagh,  left  his  share  in  the 
lands  of  Bellilean,  jointly  possessed  by  him  and  John 
and  Robert  Leeper,  to  John  and  Robert  Leeper  of  Belli¬ 
lean.  (Deed  Office). 

1734— John  Lepper,  Const.  Officer  of  White  Abbey,  County 
Antrum,  younger  son  of  Dallway  Lepper,  born.

Francis 
Lepper,  younger  son  of  John  Lepper,  Coast  Officer,  White 
Abbey ,  later  of  Trainfield  House,  Belfast  was  the  great¬ 
grandfather  of  Robert  Stewart  Leeper  of  Elsinore,  Carnalia, 
County  Down,  the  author  of  these  notes.

I  wrote  to  Judge  William  Leeper  of  Marietta,  and  had 
quite  an  extended  correspondence  with  him,  and  he  has  giv¬ 
en  me  the  names  and  addresses  of  many  other  Leepers,  to 
some  of  whom  I  have  written,  and  will  give  you  some  of  their 
replies,  and  you  can  judge  for  yourself  how  closely  we  are 
related.  I  feel,  too,  that  we  probably  are  all  descended  from 
the  same  parent  stock,  but  I,  myself,  am  unable  to  trace  the 
exact  Relationship.  I  should  state  too,  that  it  was  Judge 
Wm  keeper  who  gave  me  the  names  of  Robert  S.  keeper’ 
and  James  Leeper  of  Ireland,  whose  letters  are  quoted  pre¬ 
viously.  This  letter  is  from  California.

Gen.  Ewing  was  his  descendant, 
and  also  Gen.  Sherman’s  wife.  Ira  San  key’s  mother  was  de¬ 
scended  from  the  brother  who  remained  in  Penn.,  also  the 
mother  of  Dr.  Kane,  the  Arctic  explorer.  My  grandfather, 
John  Leeper  was  born  in  1786,  and  my  own  father,  Robert 
Allen  Leeper  was  born  in  Ten;;,  in  1810.  Grandfather  John 
Leeper  did  not  like  slavery,  so  moved  to  Illinois  in  1816  and 
built  mills  at  Leeper  Town  (now  Bureau  Junction)  near  Hen¬ 
nepin.  My  father  was  one  of  fourteen  children,  the  last  one 
died  in  Princeton,  Ill.  in  1908.  My  father  died  in  Ill.  in  1873. 

You  ought  by  all  means  to  see  my  brother  Edward  at 
1443  Marlowe  Ave.,  Cleveland.  He  is  a  retired  minister,  and 
having  time  and  interest  in  the  family  history  research, 
knows  a  good  deal  about  their  away  back  history.  He  attend¬ 
ed  a  Leeper  reunion  in  Penn,  in  1893. 

I  am  glad  to  have  this  acquaintance  with  you.  I  wish 
you  may  find  more  of  your  very  own.

I  wrote  to  her  brother  Edward;  also  visited  in  his  home. 
He  could  tell  me  of  many  Leepers  in  Penn.,  and  elsewhere, 
but  we  were  unable  to  trace  any  closer  relationship. 

Very  many  of  this  branch  of  the  Leeper  family  seemed 
to  have  been  ministers. 

I  will  quote  from  a  letter  from  William  H.  Leeper,  of 
Marietta  Ohio,  dated  July  20th,  1912. 

My  dear  Miss  Leeper; 

I  must  confess  that  I  am  not  well  versed  in  the  geneal¬ 
ogy  of  the  Leeper  family,  but  from  what  you  say,  I  have  no 
doubt  whatever  but  that  there  is  a  family  relationship  be¬ 
tween  your  family  and  ours.  My  great-grandfather  was  Al¬ 
exander  Leeper,  who  lived  some  place  in  Pennsylvania.  I  do 
not  know  anything  about  his  family  except  my  grandfather, 
William  Leeper,  who  came  from  Washington  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania  in  1818,  and  located  in  Guernsey  County,  Ohio 
about  five  miles  from  Cambridge.  My  grandfather  had'  sev¬ 
eral  brothers,  none  of  whom  I  ever  saw.  I  have  heard  him 
speak  of  his  brothers,  Alexander  and  Samuel. 

I  do  not  know  where  his  brother  Alexander  lived.  His 
brother  Samuel  lived  at  or  near  South  Bend,  Indiana.  He 
has  a  son,  Samuel,  living  there.  Alexander  seemed  to  be  a 
favorite  name  with  most  of  the  Leeper  families  I  have  any 
knowledge  of. 

My  grandfather  had  three  sons,  Samuel,  James,  and  Hez- 
ekiah,  all  of  whom  are  now  dead.  Hezekiah  was  my  father. 
He  had  three  sons,  William,  James,  and  John.  My  brother 
John  went  into  the  army  during  the  Spanish-American  War, 
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and  we  have  never  heard  of  him  since.  My  brother  James 
is  a  physician,  residing  at  McConnelsville,  Ohio.  He  has  a 
son,  Clyde  Leeper,  a  very  prominent  physician  of  Akron,  0. 
I,  myself,  am  now  practicing  law  in  Marietta,  Ohio  My  old- 
est  son,  Charles,  is  in  partnership  with  me.  My  other  son, 
William,  is  Professor  of  German  and  French  at  the  Military 
Academy  of  Peekskill,  New  York.  I  also  have  two  daughters 
Minnie  and  Blanche. 

Thanking  you  for  your  letter  and  hoping  it  may  lead  to 
an  establishing  of  a  relationship,  and  our  mutual  acquaint¬

Having  given  you  what  little  I  have  been  able  to  secure 
concerning  other  members  of  the  Leeper  family,  and  allow¬ 
ing  you  to  form  your  own  conclusions,  I  will  now  attempt  to 
give  you  more  exact  and  definite  statistics  of  our  own  im¬ 
mediate  family. 

THE  LEEPER  COAX'  OF  ARMS 

The  following  description  of  the  Leeper  Coat  of  Arms 
was  sent  to  David  R.  Leeper  of  South  Bend,  Indiana  by  Miss 
Jane  A.  Leeper  of  Dublin,  Ireland,  daughter  of  Rev.  Alex¬ 
ander  L.  Leeper,  who  for  many  years  was  Canon  of  St.  Pat¬ 
rick’s  Cathedral,  Dublin,  Ireland. 

David  R.  Leeper  gave  this  description  to  Wm.  H.  Leeper 
of  Marietta,  _  Ohio,  who  afterwards  sent  to  Miss  Jane  A. 
Leeper,  Dublin,  Ireland,  and  procured  a  copy  of  the  Leeper 
Heraldry  from  the  original  record  in  Dublin. 

The  painting  measures  6l/2  x  8 1/2  inches. 

Described  in  Burk’s  history  of  the  Armoury  of  England, 
Scotland  and  Ireland,  viz. 

Shield — AZ — a  chevron  between  three  Leopard’s  faces, 
or:  crest,  a  Leopard’s  face,  per  pale,  or  and  sa. 

Mottto— Regi  Patriaeque — AZ — signifies  azure,  or  gold 
or  gilt;- — sa — sable  or  black. 

The  motto  translated  is  “For  King  and  Country.” 
History  shows  that  this  heraldry  was  granted  to  one 
John  Leeper  for  valiant  service  to  his  country  in  the  year 
1189  A.  D. 

A  reproduction  of  this  Coat  of  Arms  is  used  on  the 
cover  of  this  book.  Judge  William  Leeper,  of  Marietta,  Ohio, 
kindly  furnished  me  a  copy  of  the  Coat  of  Arms,  and  the 
above  description.

Henry  R.  Leeper  was  born  in 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.  He 
moved  with  his  parents  to  Navarre, 
Stark  County,  Ohio,  when  three 
years  old.  For  many  years,  he,  with 
his  brother,  Parker,  worked  on  canal 
boats  along  the  Ohio  Canal.  In  1836, 
he  moved  with  his  parents  to  Holmes 
County,  Ohio,  on  a  farm  about  two  miles  southeast  of  Freder¬ 
icksburg. 

Here  he  and  Parker  worked  together  and  bought  two 
large  farms :  after  their  marriage  they  divided  the  land,  leav¬ 
ing  a  part  for  their  parents,  and  each  having  a  home  for  him¬ 
self,  which  home  each  owned  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and 
this  land  is  still  in  possession  of  their  grand  children. 

He  was  always  a  good  business  manager,  and  a  success¬ 
ful  farmer.  During  a  few  years  of  r  is  life  he  was  a  stock 
dealer,  at  other  times  he  followed  threshing. 

His  wife,  Christine,  was  the  daughter  of  John  and  Soph¬ 
ia  Armstrong,  of  Fredericksburg,  Ohio.  She  was  a  true  and 
faithful  helpmeet  for  him,  sharing  all  his  burdens.  Of  their 
home,  it  could  be  said  in  the  words  of  the  poet  Longfellow: 

“In  that  mansion  used  to  be 
Free-hearted  Hospitality; 

His  great  fires  up  the  chimney  roared, 

The  stranger  feasted  at  his  board. 

*  *  *  *  * 

There  groups  of  merry  children  played, 

There  youths  and  maidens,  dreaming,  strayed.” 

They  were  Methodists,  and  raised  their  children  in  the 
same  faith.  In  politics  he  was  a  staunch  Democrat,  of  the 
Andrew  Jackson  type. 

They  lived  together  for  sixty-two  years,  and  in  death 
they  were  not  long  divided,  she  dying  in  April,  1905,  and  he 
the  following  August.

Although  only  seventeen  years  of  age,  and  not  a  rugged 
youth,  yet  when  the  call  came  for  volunteers,  he  was  hardly 
persuaded  to  remain  at  home ;  but  when  the  second  call 
came  his  patriotism  was  too  strong  and  he  enlisted  in  Co.  K, 
120  Ohio  Infantry.  He  worked  many,  many,  weary  days  in  the 
trenches  near  Vicksburg;  he  took  the  mumps,  and  while  ill 
was  forced  to  go  with  his  company  on  a  long  march,  exposed 
to  the  mud  and  rain,  which  caused  his  death.  Here  is  a  let¬ 
ter  written  about  three  weeks  before  his  death. 

In  Camp  Louisiana  on  the  Miss.  River, 
Some  12  miles  above  Vicksburg, 

Jan.  26,  1863 

Dear  Father: 

From  circumstances  which  you  will  notice  by  the  hand- 
write  that  I  did  not  write  this,  but  got  a  friend  to  do  it  in  my 
name.  I  am  not  well  at  present,  and  not  able  to  write  but  I 
can  walk  around — and  I  think  that  I  am  on  the  mend — I  was 
at  the  Chickasaw  Bluff  above  Vicksburg  and  was  in  the  en¬ 
gagement  and  came  out  all  right. 

I  was  then  in  spendid  health.  Then  when  we  left  there 
we  went  up  the  Arkansas  River  sixty  miles  to  Post  Arkansas. 
Here  I  went  into  battle  with  my  comrades  and  came  out  un¬ 
hurt,  but  in  a  day  or  two  after  this  I  took  the  mumps— which 
has  caused  my  sickness.  I  think  I  caught  cold  and  it  has 
weakened  me  much — but  hope  to  be  better  soon.  Captain 
Richeson  was  in  to  see  me  yesterday;  he  is  well  and  it  cheered 
me  much  to  see  him.  I  received  a  letter  from  Uncle  Martin 
the  other  day;  he  is  all  right  and  is  in  Frankfort,  Ky. 

I  received  that  money  you  sent  me  and  have  used  about 
all  of  it,  and  would  be  glad  if  you  would  send  me  some  more, 
for  I  stand  in  need  of  some  just  now  and  also  postage  stamps. 
We  have  not  received  any  pay  and  do  not  know  how  soon  we 
will,  either.  If  you  will  do  this  it  will  assist  me  much. 

Write  soon.  Direct  to  Co.  K,  120th  Regt.,  0.  V.  L,  Mem¬ 
phis,  Tenn.,  in  care  of  Captain  Conger  to  follow  Regt. 

Yours  truly, 

Parker  Leeper. 

Parker  came  to  me  and  requested  me  to  do  this  favor  for 
him  and  I  told  him  I  would.  He  has  been  sick  for  some  time 
and  was  pretty  bad  at  times.  He  took  the  mumps  up  at  Post 
Arkansas,  and  while  we  were  there  it  snowed  and  rained  a 
great  amount  and  got  as  cold  as  Greenland — “the  term  used” 
— and  I  think  he  caught  cold  and  it  has  weakened  him,  but 
he  has  not  been  confined  to  his  bed  at  any  time.  He  is  in  camp 
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now  and  is  able  to  walk  around.  I  think  he  is  mending,  and 
hope  he  is,  or  will  be  soon.  He  is  a  splendid  fellow  soldier, 
and  has  done  his  duty  in  all  respects  and  never  flinched 
from  any  duty  which  he  was  called  upon  to  perform.  I  sin¬ 
cerely  hope  he  will  be  able  for  duty  again  with  us. 

We  have  been  moving  about  a  great  deal  on  the  Miss. — 
we  have  been  in  two  fights  and  lost  but  few  in  our  regt.  We 
are  now  not  far  from  Vicksburg — what  the  move  here  is  I  do 
not  know,  but  think  it  will  be  attempted  to  change  the 
Mississippi  River  by  digging  a  canal  which  will  cut  off  Vicks¬ 
burg  some  four  miles  to  the  rear.  This  will  be  good  if  accom¬ 
plished.  The  health  of  the  army  here  is  not  good ;  in  our 
regt.  400  only  are  fit  for  duty.  It  is  horrible  how  we  are  used 
and  the  kind  of  eatables  we  get  here.  You  may  hear  some 
good  news  from  down  here  soon.

The  subject  of  this  brief  biograph¬ 
ical  sketch  was  born  in  Stark  county, 
Ohio,  Feb  2,  1828.  At  the  age  of  9 
years,  with  his  parents,  he  moved  to 
Holmes  county,  Ohio,  where  he  grew 
to  man’s  estate.  In  1855  he  joined  a 
caravan  bound  for  the  gold  fields  of 
California  and  crossed  the  plains  and 
mountains,  making  the  tedious  trip 
with  ox  teams  and  braving  all  the 
dangers  of  accidents  and  Indian 
raids.  He  remained  on  the  coast 
three  years,  returning  to  Ohio  and 
then  coming  to  Iowa  for  a  year.  In 
1856  he  returned  to  Ohio,  where  on 
April  10  of  that  year  he  was  united  in  felicitous  life  union 
with  Samantha  J.  Boone. 

They  came  to  Dallas  county  that  year  and  settled  first  at 
Wiscotta,  where  with  the  late  Peppard  brothers  he  conducted 
a  cabinet  maker’s  business  for  a  few  years.  Later  he  took  up 
the  avocation  of  farming.  Locating  at  so  early  a  day  meant 
toil,  hardship,  and  deprivations,  but  through  h'is  indomitable 
will  and  energy  he  made  a  success  of  this  as  of  his  other  busi¬ 
ness  ventures,  and  several  of  the  well  cultivated  farms  in 
western  Dallas  and  eastern  Guthrie  counties  bear  witness  to 
his  foresight  and  good  management  throughout  the  years  of 
the  strength  of  his  manhood.  A  man  of  positive  convictions, 
political  and  otherwise,  he  was  true  to  them  as  his  better 
judgment  dictated,  loyal  in  the  highest  degree  to  his  friends, 
•  who  were  many,  and  strongest  among  those  who  best  knew 
him. 

Mr.  Leeper  was  one  of  the  patriotic  lowans  who  enlisted 
for  the  three  months  service  In  May,  1864.  He  became  a 
member  of  Co.  C.,  46th  Iowa  infantry,  and  was  a  member  of 
Marshall  Post  G.  A.  R.,  and  from  ranks  of  his  old  comrades 
the  pallbearers  were  chosen.  During  the  last  few  years  of  his 
life  he  lived  in  Redfield,  Iowa,  where  he  died,  March  12,  1904. 
His  beloved  wife  survived  him  three  years.  Their  bodies  lie 
buried  in  East  Linn  Cemetery,  at  Redfield,  Iowa.  Their  chil¬ 
dren  were:

Martin  V.  Leeper  was  born  in 
Holmes  County,  Ohio,  near  Freder¬ 
icksburg. 

He  read  medicine  under  Doctor 
James  Martin  of  Fredericksburg,  0., 
and  attended  lectures  at  Ann  Arbor, 
Mich.  Later  while  studying  medi¬ 
cine  in  Cleveland,  0.,  he  heard  the 
call  of  his  country  to  help  save  the 
Union,  and  was  one  of  the  first  to 
respond.  He  belonged  to  the  19th 
Ohio  Battery  of  Light  Infantry,  and 
in  a  very  short  time  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Hospital  Staff.  He  served 
his  country  faithfully  until  the  close 
of  the  War.

To 
this  union  was  born  one  son,  Theodore,  who  died  in  infancy.

In  May,  1877,  he  was  married1  to  Cora  E.  Stover,  of  Can¬ 
ton,  Ohio.  He  built  up  a  very  successful  practice  of  medicine, 
which  he  continued  until  the  year  1886,  when  with  his  family 
he  moved  to  a  farm  in  the  Willamette  Valley,  near  Albany, 
Oregon.  Here  he  remained  until  his  sons  were  all  married 
and  settled  on  farms  in  the  Valley. 

In  1908  he  and  his  wife  moved  to  Waldport,  Oregon,  on 
the  shores  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  where  on  Oct.  12,  1912,  his 
wife  passed  away.  He  still  (1926)  lives  there,  with  his  sister- 
in-law,  Miss  Emma  Stover,  in  very  good  health  for  a  man  of 
eighty-six  years  of  age,  doing  little  chores  about  the  house, 
going  to  visit  his  sons  and  their  families,  or  enjoying  visits 
from  them.
